TELEPHONE SYSTEM 

A new telephone service called Centrex will be put into use 
at The George Washington University on September 3, university 
officials announced today.

The Centrex system will permit outside callers to dial directly

prior to the switchover to Centrex so that persons having frequent 
business with the university officials may dial them directly.

676. For example, the Public Relations Office will be 676-6460. 
The university switchboard number will be 676-6000. 

Intra-university calls will be made by dialing the last 
four digits of any number. 

Chesapeake and Potomac Telephone Co. officials said the 
switchower will be effective at 12:01 a.m. on September 3.

NAMED ADVISER TO INTERNATIONAL 

STUDENTS AT GEORGE WASHINGTON 

William A. R. Walker, until recently Counsellor of the 
Jamaican Embassy, will assume the post of Adviser to Inter¬ 
national Students at The George Washington University on 
September 1, 1966. He succeeds Dr. John F. Latimer, who will 
assume the position of executive secretary of the American 
Classical League. 

Prior to his service with the Embassy of Jamaica, Mr. 

Walker was from 1958 to 1962, Students Liaison Officer in the 
United States for the Federation of the West Indies with duties 
embracing the general welfare and guidance of West Indian 
Students and trainees. From 1952 to 1957 he was posted to the 
United States as Gold Coast Liaison Officer, and was attached to 
the British Embassy. There he was responsible for the welfare 
and guidance of Gold Coast students and trainees, the 
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administration of scholarships and other expenditures for the 
Gold Coast Government, and preparations for the establishment 
of the Ghana Embassy in Washington. He was attached to the 
Ghana Embassy in 1957. 

Born in Jamaica, West Indies, of British parents, he was 
educated at schools in Jamaica and England, attending Glasgow 
and Cambridge Universities. At Cambridge he completed the 
Colonial Service Training Course. 

From 1930 to 1943 he was District Commissioner of the 
Gold Coast Administrative Service, with duties in many aspects 
of public administration. He retired in 1943 on account of 
illness. 

From 1944 to 1946 he was an administrative officer in the 
Colonial Office, London, his duties chiefly concerned with 
trainees from different Colonial territories. 

In 1946 he returned to the service of the Gold Coast 
Government as Liaison Officer in the Colonial Office, and 
worked in training, welfare, and recruitment of Gold Coast 
students and trainees in the United Kingdom. He filled this 
post until 1952 when he came to the United States, attached 
to the British Embassy. 

Mr. Walker expects to become an American citizen shortly, 
having completed the preliminary requirements already. 
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
